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Knowland Critical 


Of U.N.

Senator William F. Knowland, (Rep., Calif.) speaking before 
a capacity crowd at the. ‘World Affairs Institute W ednesday - 
night, warned that the United States “must not barter away the 


‘freedom of other nations.” 


Senator Knowland criticized the recent proposal.of Clement . 
«Attlee that Formosa'be turned over to Cominunist China and her 


government leaders.sent into exile. 

He compared the proposal of the - 
British Labor Party Jeader and 
former Prime Minister of England 
with the actions taken by Neville 
Chamberlain at Munich prior to 


“World War Il when Czechoslova- ~ 


kia was sacrificed to appease the 
Germans. 

“Appeasement,” said the- ‘Sena- 
tor, “then and now, is not the road — 
to ‘peace—only surrender on. the > 
installment plan,” . He expressed 
‘the hope that Great Britain would 
not be slow in “repudiating” what — 
he termed “the Attlee Doctrine.” 

The Senate majority leader also 
criticized the United Nations or- 
ganization; listing the power of 
‘veto as one imperfection. . He said 
the automatic rotation of the 
chairmanship of the Security Coun- 
cil was “like inviting the arsonist 
to’ head the fire department.” He 
was referring to the fact that Rus- 
sia, while supplying arms and aid 
to’ aggressor forces in Korea, was 
taking her turn in holding ‘the 
chairmanship of the U.N. Security — 
Council. 

As to the admission -of Red China 
to’ the United Nations, Senator 
Knowland said the Far East would 
Jook on such a move as being “a 
‘tremendous victory for interna- 
tional Communism.” He stated 
further that it would “break the’ 
will of Free Asia” and bring vari- 
ous Asian leaders to Moscow ‘with ° 
“hat in hand.” 

Answering. a question from the 
floor following his talk, the ‘Sena- 
tor expressed a personal. ‘opinion 
that the: United States should: 
withdraw from the United Nations 
if Communist China is admitted. | 
The statement ‘was received with 
applause by the audience-which in- 
cluded constituents and candidates’, 
‘of both major parties. 

When queried as to whether the, 
“United Nations should have inter- 
vered in Indo-China, Senator 
Knowland said that he felt the 
eourse followed ‘may turn out to 
be ‘one of the greatest mistakes of 
history.” Again he qualified this 
statement as being personal opin- 
fon only. - 

The Honorable Roki Hruska, 


Representative from the Second 


District, introduced the Senator as 


e “journalist, soldier, statesman - 


and citizen.”. .. Senator. Knowland 
‘was the_first of six speakers sched- 
uled: to consider the “Paradox of 
Coexistence” problem in the World

Since its beginning i in 1909, tthe Universiy of Omaha has advanced 
on ‘controversy. ‘The school was born of an agitation to bring the main 


center of Bellevue college to Omaha. 


The result was a.board of trus- 


tees in Omaha to establish here a non-sectarian, co-educational institu- 


tion. 

Befote action began, Bellevue 
the plan, withdrew. 
the University of Omaha with Dr. 


‘Daniel E. Jenkins, dean of the fac- 
ulty at Presbyteriah Theological 
seminary as president. 

‘Classes opened Sept. 14, 1909 in 
the old Redick mansion at 24th 
and Pratt. Dr. Jenkins admitted 


“the University “was begun’ with- 
" out a nickel—no gifts—a pure ad- 
venture based on faith, or fool- 
hardiness, which are sometimes 
spoken of as kin,” 

The ‘University grew rapidly in 
these early years. The John Jacobs 
Memorial Gymnasium, a+ gift of 
Mrs. M. O. Maul and Joslyn Hall, 
a gift of George A. Joslyn, were 
the major buildings. 

Contributions of such people as 
Dr. A. F. Jonas, Dr. Sanford Gif- 
- ford and Mrs. Sarah Joslyn were 
set aside toward a building fund. 
In 1925 the library was first or- 
ganized; and in .1927 the old Sar- 
atoga grade school on 24 St. and 
Ames Ave. was used as Science 
Hall. 
~ In 1937-38 a Georgian styled 
University building was erected on 
a fifty-one acre site south Dodge 
‘St., adjacent to Elmwood Park.In 
4949, the $750,000 Field House, 
Stadium and playing. fields were 
‘completed. 


The citizens of Omaha voted on 
. May 6, 1930, . to establish’ the 
Municipal University of Omaha. 

As part of a nationaf trend, the 
state legislature in 1928 had en- 
acted a bill permitting cities of 
the metropolitan class to hold a 
referendum on establishing muni- 
~. cipal universities. Despite opposi- 
tion, Omahans voted. to sponsor a 
home ‘university for Wtudents of 
more limited means. 

Searcely had the Board of Reg- 
ents, appointed by the Board of 
Education under terms of the state 
act, begun their administration 
than an injunction was issued to 
prevent levying a tax to support 
the schoel.

library, students and library staff
